WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP) — 
Far-reaching legislation empower- 
ing the President to take over for- 
eign ships lying idle in American } 
waters was passed by the Senate 
today. and returned to.the House 
for consideration of amendments. 

Passage was on a roll call vote 
announced as 59 to 20. 


The bill was approved after the 
Chamber had rejected, 43 to 38, 
an amendment by Senators Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, and 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri,. which 
would have prevented the Presi- 
dent from transferring any of the 
ships from ‘one belligerent coun- 
try to another. The proponents 
argued that such transfers would 
be “needless, provocative acts of 
war.” The amendment would have 
applied specifically to transfer of 
Axis ships seized in U. S. ports 
to Britain. 

Of the minor amendments at- 
tached by the Senate, one would 
insure “equitable compensation” 
for alien seamen who lose their 
jobs as a result of Government 
ship acquisitions.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP) — 
Citing the flight of Rudolf Hess 
as indication the time may be 
propitious, senatorial critics of ad- 
ministration foreign policy made 
suggestions today that President 
Roosevelt use his good offices now 
to bring about peace between 
Great Britain and Germany. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, said the escape of the No, 3 
man in ..e Nazi hierarchy to Scot- 
lan? “is bound to have a profound- 
ly adverse effect on the morale of 
the. German people.” 

Moreover, he told reporters, the 
incident s -ms tn have created 
“an opportunity for the President 
of the United States to step out 
and -try to prevent the further 
slaughter of human beings.” 

“He might be able to bring ahout 
a peace on the United States’ 
terms,” Wheeler said. “The people 
in England didn’t want war and 
the people of Germany didn’t want 
war. If the President would fol- 
low the wishes of the American 
people he would seek a peace. It 
would at least be worthwhile for 
him to try to bring order out of 
chaos.” 

Expressing a similar view, Sen- 
ator Brooks (Rep.), Illinois, ‘said 
the Hess incident f‘has provided 
a break” for a peace gesture. “It 
is an excellent time for any step 
this country might properly take 
in an effort to bring about peace,” 
he said.. 

On the other hand, Senator Pep- 
per (Dem.), Florida, said he 
thought Hess’ landing in Scotland 
might be part of a preconceived 
plan by Hitler to bring peace terms 
to the attention of the English 
without personally appearing to 
offer the olive branch. 

Pepper, who saw Hess at Munich 
in 1938, said he could not bring 
himself to believe that the Nazi 
party leader ever would desert 
Hitler. Rather, he speculated, 
Hess may have béen sent to do 
what he could toward convincing 
the British that they ought to ne- 
gotiate with Hitler to end the war. 

“When you hear about Harry 
Hopkins turning his back on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, taking a plane and 
parachuting down in Germany, 
then you can believe that Hess 
has split with Hitler,” he told re- 
porters. 

“In my opinion; it is an auda- 
cious trick, so big and so mon- 
strous that the people will believe 
it. Hess is just another Trojan 
horse.” 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, said he saw little 
possibility that Roosevelt would in- 
tervene in the European conflict 
in an effort to obtain peace at 
present. The chief executive, he 
said, may reason that any such in- 
tervention would be embarrassing 
to Great Britain. 

“T have always believed,” re 
marked Senator Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, opponent of administra- 
tion foreign policy and a member 
of the foreign relations group, 
“that the question of peace is one 
to be decided by the belligerents.” 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, an- 
other administration opponent, 
said that while he believed “any 
time is~propitious for peace” the 
question of American efforts to ob- 
tain one properly should be de- 
cided by the President and his dip- 
lomatic advisers. Taft agreed with 
George that Roosevelt was unlikely 
to make any peace attempt at 
present. 


Clergyman’s Group te Sponsor 
Anti-War Mass Meetings. 

CHICAGO, May 15 (AP). — The 
Minister's No War Committee, 
which reports a membership of 
more than 1500 t clergy- 
men, announced last night that it 
would sponsor church mass meet- 
ings throughout the United States 
in a campaign against entrance 
into the war. 

Dr. Albert W. Palmer, president 
of the Chicago Theological Sem- 
inary and chairman of the cam- 
paign, said 28 prominent ministers 
would addreas the meetings, the 
first of which will be held May 22 
in. Cleveland. 

He said the series, called the 
“Churchmen’s Campaign for Peace 
Through Mediation,” would con- 
tend that American mediation is 
needed to restore peace in Hurope. 

“We are not isolationists and we 
are not appeasers,” Dr. Palmer 
said.. “A just and durable peace 
is our motto. We feel it can be 
obtained by mediation rather than 
War.”

None of this information was 
confirmed this morning by officials 
who had stated flatly Tuesday that 
his departure from Germany was 
simply an escape. 

Taken to Hospital. 

It may now be reported that 
Hess, after his landing, was taken 
to a military hospital. 

The Duke, who is now serving as 
a wing commander, it is said, was 
summoned and arrived there on 
Sunday night. The Duke, former 
Marquess of Clydesdale, who had 
met Hess in Germany, immediately 
identified him. 

It is understood that Hess had 
no message for Hamilton or for 
the Royal Air Force, as had been 
reported at first, and that he 
never indicated he had. It is 
rumored that immediately after 
identifying Hess, Hamilton flew 
to London and reported to Prime 
Minister Churchill and _ officials. 

Newspaper men have been driven 
frantic by the way in which the 
story has been handled by the 
British authorities. In the first 
place, the Germans were allowed 
to break the news of Hess’ disap- 
pearance. Then, after his landing 
here was announced officially, 
they were allowed to develop and 
spread their story that Hess was 
a victim of hallucinations who was 
obsessed by the idea that Ger- 
many and Britain would both be 
overrun by Communism if they 
fought the war to a finish.

In refusing to provide more news 
of Hess, the British authorities ap- 
parently believe it will not do any 
harm to keep the Germans guess- 
ing in regard to his exact be- 
havior and what he is sayi if 
and when he does any talking. 
It is assumed that now, as on 50 
many other occasions, . Churchill 
himself will act as sort of official 
newspaper by announcing in the 
House of Commons what he thinks 
the world should know. Churchill 
already has scored more scoops 
than any newspaper mah covering 
the war, although he has been 
German 
Propaganda Minister Dr. Josep 
Goebbels. . 


British Publicity Angle. 


So far, British publicity on the 
Hess affair ‘has been devoted to 
stressing the fact that no matter 
what Hess has done, his arrival 
here indicates discouragement with 
Germany’s chances of winning a 
clear-cut victory. In protesting re- 
peatedly that Hess is sane, the 
British refused to profit by the 
Germans’ own insistance that the 
No. 3 man in the party which di- 
rects Nazi Germany's destinies is 
insane, 

One of the mysteries of Ger- 
many’s propaganda is the charge 
that Hess has been consulting 
soothsayers, crystal-gazers and as- 
trologers. Since Hitler is one of 
the most notorious followers of 
astrology in the world, this looks 
as though somebody, very possibly 
Goebbels, is seizing the occasion to 
discredit the Fuehrer himself.

At Washington, the Defense 
Mediation Board had announced 
that, after an 18-hour session 
which ended at dawn, the strike 
in 60 G. M. C. plants had been 
averted for 24 hours. Defense 
contracts totaling $750,000,000 and 
160,000 workers are involved. 

The 24-hour respite, the board’s 
announcement explained, was to 
give the G. M. C. management 
time to decide whether to accept 
or reject the recommendations 
which the board made for settle 
ment of the controversy. 

These recommendations were 
not disclosed, pending the man- 
agement’s decision, but the board 
said the CIO leaders’ had accept- 
ed them “without reservation but 
subject to ratification by the un- 
ion membership.” 

Major Issues. 

Wage increases, a union shop 
and revision of grievance machin- 
ery were the major points at is- 
sue in the dispute. The board’s 
anouncement indicated the wage 
question was the biggest stum- 
bling block. Some other issues 
were said to have been disposed 
of earlier by collective bargain- 
ing. 

The wage demands were for an 
increase of 10 cents an hour. Gen- 
eral Motors countered with an of- 
fer of a basic increase of 2 cents, 
and an advance of from 3 to 5 
cents for certain skilled classifi- 
cations. Company estimates place 
the present scale at about $1 an 
hour. 

Whether the union or the man- 
agement modified: their position 
during the 12 days of negotiations 
here was not indicated. 

On Board's Panel. 

The panel was cemposed of W. 
H. Davis, representing the public; 
Eugene Meyer and Gerard Swope, 
representing employers, and James 
B. Carey and John Brophy, repre- 
senting employes.

Continued From Preceding Page. ~ 
luncheon today. All of these in- 
vitations he has declined, 

“When plans for this convention 
were made, we were agreed that 
it was to have one dominating ob- 
jective. That objective was to 
arrive at decisions on how we 
could be of the utmost help in the 
problem of national defense. That 
problem, all of us still agree, still 
js the vital problem facing Amer- 
ica today. 

“But between the laying of those 
plans and our arrival here, some- 
thing happened, By a majority vote 
of 5 to 2 the Federal Communica- 
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tions Commission chose that time 
to let loose against us through the 
press, charges of monopoly, and 
regulations so drastic as to 
the very structure on which the 
American system of radio ic built. 
“We must confess that when we 
arrived here for the opening ses- 
sions of this convention we were 
apprehensive. In our talks with 
each other we have been full of 
grave worry. We left home with a 
strong desire to do everything in 
our power to help our country at 
this critical time to mobilize for 
national defense. We arrived filled 
with fear that the very freedom 
of radio was being endangered. 
Necessity for Appraisal. 
“As individuals and in groups 
we, more than a thousand loyal 
American citizens from all parts 
of this land, have been attempt- 
ing to appraise this situation, be- 
cause we know that we must make 
a decision. ‘We have not wanted 
to be hurried by groups outside of 
our industry. We believe in the 
democratic processes by which 
free people make up their minds. 


“No one could have’ been in this 
room yesterday and‘ listened to 
Mark Ethridge’s straightforward 
talk without realizing that we 
have made up our minds. 


“We believe that Government 
regulation is now in danger of be- 
coming punitive and arbitrary Gov- 
ernment control. 


“We believe that the people of 
America expect us to act when 
we thiak the fredom of radio is 
threatened, and we believe that we 
would be traitors to their trust if 
we did not do so. 

“We therefore proposed to act. 

“Yesterday by unanimous vote 
the convention adopted a resolu, 
tion urging the United States Sen- 
ate to give prompt and favorable 
consideration to a resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Wallace White 
of Maine which would result in a 
thorough investigation of the whole

“I am asking the board of direc- 
tors to appoint a committee repre- 
sentative of all of us for that pur 
pose.

Planned Brief Talk. 


He later told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had planned to 
talk for but two or three min- 
utes. 


“I was going to tell them some 
very complimentary things about 
Mr. Ethridge,” he said, “that he 
usually went into things pretty 
thoroughly, and that, although he 
had said some pretty strong 
things, the operation of free 
speech still existed, since I was 
replying to him, and that as long 
as this condition of free speech 
existed in the radio industry I 
was certain that we could get to- 
gether and work all] things out. 


“But I can’t say that condition 
of free speech now exists.” 


Fly said he had had no intention 
of answering Ethridge in detail, 
“because you can’t argue with a 
state of mind.” 


Radio Executives Agree. 


Ethridge had stated in his 
speech that he was speaking only 
for himself, but at its conclusion, 
executives of the National Broad- 
casting Co. and Columbia Broad- 
casting System issued statements 
that they agreed with all he had 
said. 


Earlier in the day Ethridge had 
announced he would not complete 
a study of the radio industry which 
had been requested of him by 
Roosevelt. 


The convention adopted a reso- 
lution stating that the “precipitate 
promulgation” of the FCC anti- 
monopoly report “threatens the 
freedom of radio and the Ameri- 
can system of broadcasting.” The 
N. A. B. pledged itself to support 
the resolution introduced in the 
Senate calling for an investiga- 
tion of the report.

IZZY was the shiftiest man 
with his dukes we ever saw. 
He was forever 
brawls and when they were over, 
his hair ‘wasn’t even mussed, 
“though others might be nursing 
black eyes.

Only once did Dizzy fail to talk 
himself out of a scrap. That 
was in the minors when he en- 
gaged in an altercation with Al 
Todd. Al caught him in the 
middle of a speech and knocked 
him down. Dizzy always said he 
never met a man like that, who 
could say so little and swing so 
hard, 

A strange thing about Dizzy 
and the sore arm that ended his 
career, was that nobody believed 
there was anything wrong with 
his arm. In his playful way he 
frequently had complained that 
his arm “hurt turrible,” and then 
he’d go out and shut out a tough 
team on two or three hits. When 
he finally did have a sore arm, 
everybody thought Dizzy was 
only fooling. 

Cubs Probably Figured 
Dizzy Wahted a Change. 
ESPITE a professional diag- 
DP)nceis that Dizzy was suffer- 
ing from bursitis in 1937, 
the baseball world still won- 
dered about the Dean arm. 

In the spring of 1938 baseball 
writers with other clubs, dur- 
ing exhibition game. visits with 
the Cardinals, invariably asked 
for the lowdown on the Dean 
arm. But nobody knew except 
Dizzy and he had established 
himself as the joker of jokers. 
Perhaps the Cubs, when they 
paid $185,000 and threw in Clyde 
Shoun and Curt Davis, thought 
that Dizzy was playing a little 
joke on Sam Breadon. Certainly 
the Cardinals had concealed noth- 
ing. At the/last minute Breadon 
telephoned FP. K. ‘Wrigley to 
make certain that the Cub owner 
knew there was a question about 
Dizzy’s arm being sound. 
‘Nobody knows exactly when 
Dizzy’s arm went bad. Eminent 
surgical authority doesn’t saup- 
port the’ story as we've pieced 
it together. But it was as fol- 
lows: In the 1937 All-Star game 
a line drive off Earl Averill’s 
bat hit Dizzy on the foot, frac- 
turing a toe. He rejoined the 
Cardinals in Boston two weeks 
later, limped to the mound and 
pitched a game. Our lay theory 
is that the bad foot, breaking 
up the rhythm of Dizzy’s- pitch- 
ing, made him throw unnatural- 
ly, and that the arm became 
sore while Dizzy was trying to 
pitch while favoring the foot. 

Anyhow, it’s too bad they 
broke that mold. Baseball could

Fire destroyed the Tolchester 
Line’s excursion steamer Tolches- 
ter early today, razed three piers 
along the water front and dam- 
eged the small steamer Southport. 

The blaze, apparently starting 
aboard the Tolchester, was dis- 
coverea shortly after midnight.

So has Fred J. Martin, once rural sales en- 
gineer. 

But the house cleaning which the SEC instituted 
has not been confined to a Missouri company alone, 
big though that company is. The trails were fol- 
lowed to higher places; and one way to measure the 
magnitude of the accomplishment is by the reor- 
ganization in the North American Co., extensive 
utility holding company controlling Union Electric. 

As a direct consequence of the expose in Missouri 
of the corruption in North America’s largest operat- 
ing unit, the executive control of the large holding 
company was changed. James F. Fogarty, North 
American president during much of the period when 
Union Electric was buying what it wanted at Jeffer- 
son City and elsewhere, was shifted from the presi- 
dency. For its new president, North American chose 
a virtual outsider, Edward L. Shea, who was in no 
way tarred with Union Electric's scandalous misuse 
of its customers’ and stockholders’ money. 

Judge and prosecutor are entitled to the public’s 
appreciation for their handling of the St. Charles 
election corruption case, David A. Dyer, young Prose- 
cuting Attorney of St. Charles County, had to over- 
come many obstacles, including office funds insuf- 
ficient to conduct the case properly. Judge Woolfolk 
wisely devised a stern penalty which saves the com- 
pany from ouster and liquidation, but also makes 
further punishment immediately possible if the com- 
pany again stoops to illegal practices. 

The invisible government of Missouri has been 
dragged into the open and purged. We wish we 
could say as much for the visible government, the 
Legislature, now sitting where the Union Electric’s 
whisper was once the law.

as cheap and low a financial racket as St. Louis 
has ever seen. Intrusted by the State of Missouri 
with the liquidation of property for certain closed 
‘banks, the company devised a scheme of double sales. 
It sold first to a straw buyer. This selling price 
went to the bank to be distributed among its un- 
fortunate depositors. Then the company’s straw 
buyer sold to the real buyer, The spread was gravy 
which the company took for itself. 

Had there been any doubt as to the guilt of the 
Dickmann company, it would have convicted itself 
by its own conduct after its fake sales were dragged 
to light. The company tried to keep the cases out 
of court. After they: were in court, the company tried 
to keep them from trial. It resorted to one tactic 
of delay after another. One case was kicked around 
until it got before the fragrant Padberg, who dis- 
missed it on the eve of his departure from the bench. 
Another case the company settled by a cash pay- 
ment of $3249 last fall. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Exchange, which sus- 
pended the company two and a half years ago, has 
now levied a fine of $300 against the company. A 
fine of $300 is not much as fines go, but it is as 
stiff a one as the exchange can levy. In any event, 
the exchange finds the company guilty of “unethical 
and improper” business conduct on one count. On 
three counts the exchange held the evidence incon- 
clusive, Having penalized the company before the 
public, the exchange has now reinstated it.

T gets nowhere to believe that the hu- 

man race is foundering. When you've 

heard a certain amount of despairing 
talk about what’s going on in the world, 
it's time to go and look at something that 
holds its ground in a great silence, like 
the high Sierra, or the Rockies that are the 
backbone of America. It’s time for an 
American to go and fill himself up with 
the glories of America, with the sight of 
eternal snows, the sound of cataracts that 
never run dry, the incense of forests éver 
green. 

Economists are telling us that this war is 
really an economic struggle, perhaps a war 
between barter and gold. Philosophers say 
it’s a clash between private capitalism and 
state capitalism, When we talk about de- 
fending America, we don’t mean that gold 
pile being buried in Kentucky; we don’t 
mean Wall Street. The thing we mean 
when we sing “God Bless America” is New 
England maples flaming with autumn, the 
sunrise splendor on the range lands of East- 
ern Colorado, sunset flashing signals from 
the glaciers of Rainier, the haunting sky- 
line of the Great Smokies, or the loneliness 
of North Wisconsin lakes. 

We mean, too—those of us who have seen 
them—our Western parks, the national for- 
ests, the gorge of the Columbia, the perfect 
cone of Shasta; we mean the giant Douglas 
spruce of the Northwest, the wild Oregon 
coast where the surf is flung up 120 feet by 
the forbidding cliffs. We mean the smell 
of the sage brush of the North, the creosote 
bush of the Southern degerts; we mean 
canyons and towering crags.

The measure was brought up for 
perfection yesterday afternoon, with 
the galleries filled with about 300 
members of St. Louis Public School 
Parent and Patron groups, who 
later appeared before the House 
Committee on Education to sup- 
port a similar St. Louis teacher 
retirement bill, which has been ip- 
troduced by Representative Ed- 
ward J. Hogan. 

The Senate quickly adopted 12 
committee amendments to the bill, 
which reduced the maximum pen- 
sions from $1200 to $1000 a year 
and added a declaration of public 
policy that the St. Louis system 
should be financed solely out of 
local funds and the State should

That 
bewilders them. They are certain 
that any child of theirs can get 
good marks, honor marks, as they 
did, if he puts his mind to it, 
That is not certain.» Children dif- 
fer from their parents in ability, 
taste, temperament and health.

As a 
matter of fact, zinc occurs in prac- 
tically all animal tissue, especially 
liver and pancreas, both of which 
are considered to be protective 
foods. The first milk the . baby 
gets, colostrum, contains three 
times the amount of zinc present 
in normal milk. It is also present 
in the secretion from the pancreas. 

A RECENT SCAREHEAD has 
taken people off spinach because 
it contains oxalic acid, which is 
said to interfere with the meta- 
bolism of calcium. As a matter 
of fact, it would be pretty hard 
to make up a diet in which oxalic 
acid was not contained in some 
food or other. Practically all fruits 
and vegetables contain small 
amounts of oxalic acid. 

The same thing may be said 
about the campaign that tomatoes 
should be eliminated from the diet 
because they contain copper. In 
this food, and in many others, cop- 
per is a useful and important food 
element because it influences blood 
formation favorably. 

The tendency towards whole ce- 
reals or whole wheat bread is de 
cidedly a healthy one provided not 
too much of them is taken and pro- 
vided the individual is able to 
stand the amount of roughage 
which many of these foods contain. 

The principal lesson to be 
learned from the many pronounce- 
ments that are made about food re- 
quirements nowadays, is that a lit- 
tle knowledge is a dangerous thing. 
It is not necessary to make special 
efforts to procure all the food ele- 
ments mentioned in the books on 
nutrition. Anyone who follows his 
instinct and eats a genere! diet 
is bound to get — of all the 
elements,

Not that you can blame the 
housewives too much. Most of 
them are all befuddled about this 
business of prices. First they hear 
that we have a surplus of food 
commodities, that farmers are be- 
ing subsidized not to raise food; 
then they hear that there’s not 
enough food to go around, we're 
shipping all our edibles to Europe, 
and the prices here at home soon 
With all the 
conflicting stories and whispering 

, its. no wonder most 
housewifely heads feel as heavy as 
the 100-pound sacks of sugar. 


It was for this reason that we 
sought some first hand informa- 
tion from Moll. Head of an estab- 
lishment that was doing a thriv- 
ing business in the days when 
women were tearing out bits of 
their pompadour over wartime 
food prices, Moll certainly knows 
whereof he spéaks, and he ad- 
vises all the little women with 
long grocery lists to calm down. 

“We're going to try our darn- 
dest to keep from happening that 
which happened during the last 
war,” he said. “I can picture it 
now. We were in the old store 
at: Seventh and Franklin then, and 
hysterical people jammed the store. 
They were maniacal. They almost 
tore us apart to buy—buy. ‘I want 
a case of this, a case of that, two 
cases—five cases. They nearly 
denuded our stock, and we had a 
tremendous stock at that time, as 
we did both a retail and whole- 
sale business. In the course of 
time, prices skyrocketed because 
of this unnecessary buying. Sugar 
went up to over $36 a sack. When 
the spree stopped, it dropped to 
$4 a sack. 

“I was afraid the same thing 
was going to happen last fall when 
people started to buy sugar and 
flour in large quantities. I tried

The sugar beet grow- 
ers in this country have been 
subsidized by the Government, be- 
cause there was so much sugar, 
they didn’t know just where to 
turn. There'd still be plenty, if 
people would just go on using as 
much as they need, and while 
prices. might go up a‘ few pennies, 
there’d be no appreciable  in- 
crease.”

“For the last few years,” Moll 
explained, “manufacturers and 
producers of a good many items 
in the food line have not been 
‘getting out from under,’ you 
might say. The increase that has 
taken place is only in keeping with 
that which they should have re- 
ceived for a long time. A lot of 
items have been sold at cost or 
even below cost. It started out 
because one merchant would get 
an idea for getting more people 
into his store, and he’d say, ‘I'm 
going to sell shortening five cents

cheaper.’ Another man would say, 
‘I’m going to advertise a certain 
kind of mayonnaise three cents 
cheaper.’ The next merchant would 
make it soaps, or breakfast foods, 
or canned milk. At Thanksgiving 
time there were even some stores 
selling turkeys below cost. And 
goon everyone had to meet these 
ridiculous prices—and no one was 
making any money. Imagine sehi- 
ing 48 cans of milk for a turn- 
over of six to eight cents, or 100 
bars of soap for a five-cent re- 


‘turn. That doesn’t even pay for 


the bags. We're just getting to 
what you might term a normal 
level of prices.” 

Vell, what items, we asked, . did 
he think might go up in price, if 
ever so slightly? For answer, he 
brought out a letter from a Kan- 
sas merchant, who had written a 
number of leading food men, 
among them Moll, to get their 
opinion on what foods would go 
up in price, The tabulation showed 
that: 13 listed canned vegetables, 
12 listed sugar, shortening and 
lard, 11 listed soap products, 10

Moll, himself, says he sees no 
reason for a radical advance in 
the price of any of these things. 
He said so, in fact, in an adver- 
tisement in the daily papers about 
a month ago, in which he urged 
the consumers to be good -Ameri- 
cans, to keep cool, avoid’ panic, 
and buy foods as they needed 
them, 

“A lot of grocers won't agree 
with me,” he admitted, “and lots 
of them would rather profiteer by 
starting a whispering campaign 
that prices are going up. It might 
seem that I’m hurting my own 
business, but I think in the long 
run we'll come out better.” 

Since the Moll store has been in 
existence for 83 years, it has seen 
plenty of War flurries. A framed 
bill on Moll’s desk is dated 1863, 
and lists the items that were then 
being purchased. One interesting 
item is a barrel of whisky, price 
44 cents a gallon. 

“It was the custom then to have 
a barrel of whisky sitting in the

Overbuying will only 
work a hardship on the small man, 
who can’t afford to lay in a sup- 
ply. For when the price of food 
goes up, other prices—rent and 
clothing—go up, too, and we have 
a real form of inflation. 


“During the last war, salesmen 
would come in and say, ‘I can let 
you have a real buy—10 cases, im- 
agine, 10 cases of corn. And keep 
it under your hat, but you can buy 
it for only $2.20 a dozen.’ It was 
that way with everything — you 
couldn’t even buy prunes. Then, 
over night, in 1922, salesmen began 


‘ saying, ‘I can let you have a car- 


load of corn, a carload of prunes. 
It was there all the time~—plenty 
of it; it was just being hoarded. 
And the consumer was to blame. I 
blame some of the big hoarders, 
but they did it only because the 
people started it. 


“There's sufficient food in this 
country for all. Men seem to un- 
derstand this. Some of them have 
told their wives so.

‘Tl tell you a true story about 
this overbuying business. Last fall, 
when, as.I said, some people were 
buying sugar in large quantities, 
one woman came up to me and 
said, ‘Well, I'm not doing it this 
time, Mr. Moll.

Economical Menus

EAT pie is a main dish that 

most people don’t get tired of, 

but perhaps the reason for 
this is that it can have so many 
variations. Plain or cheese pastry, 
plain or cheese biscuits, cut in any 
desired way, and mashed potatoes, 
are some of the possible toppings. 
And of course the filling, like stew, 
may contain almost anything in 
addition to its substantial basis of 
meat. A new wrinkle in toppings 
is made by using tomato biscuits; 
baking powder biscuits made with 
tomato juice instead of milk. The 
juice alters the flavor delicately, 
and also gives a pleasing color to 
the crust; and enough of it is used 
to give a drop biscuit dough which, 
on the top of the meat pie, has a 
dumpling effect. As a way of us- 
ing economical beef chuck, this is 
sure to be a popular dish.

Actually, the suggested safety 
play would produce six diamond 
tricks, and West would get so 
thoroughly squeezed that two extra 
tricks, at 400 points each, would 
be there forthe taking.
